Sergio Sales from Rio de Janeiro 
recently spoke to Sra.

There are 
several reasons, the waterway is now 
fully open and more than 30 boat 
launching ramps as well as several! of 
the planned recreation areas are 
available. Also, dedication 
ceremonies for the Tenn-Tom 
scheduled for May 31 and June 1 
are expected to attract a large 
number of visitors, 

Articles on the waterway are now 
many outdoor 
magazines and bass tournament 
committees are looking at the new 
lakes. One national fishing magazine 
last year called Tenn-Tom the 
nation’s “‘best kept secret.’’ That is 
likely to change. 

The Corps built “‘fish attractors"’ 
into many of the lakes and, in 
conjunction with state agencies, 
began early on a fish stocking 
program which is now producing 
keepable size catches. 

Many land areas along the 
waterway are being managed to 
attract and sustain waterfowl, deer, 
turkey and smaller game 
populations. Measures have been 
taken to attract non-game wildlife as 
well. 

Additional recreational facilities 
should also contribute to an increase 
in visitors to the Tenn-Tom, A 70-site 
campground has been recently 
dedicated at Cochrane on Gainesville 
Lake and will be officially opened 
sometime in May 

At the dam site on Aliceville 
Lake, ground has been broken and 


the cornerstone has been laid for a 
souteast Regional Visitor Center 
scheduled to open in mid-1986. 
Adjacent to the Visitor Center is the 
snagboat Montgomery, a steam 
powered paddlewheeler dating back 
to the early 1900's which was used 
by the Corps to clear rivers of 
obstructions before it was retired in 
1982. It has been restored and will 
house exhibits of early river life. 

On Columbus Lake, a picnicking 
area with 30 tables, 2 shelters and a 
launching ramp is being readied at 
the Waverly Ferry site just north of 
Columbus, Mississippi. 

In addition to a large new marina 
on Bay Springs Lake at the north end 
of the waterway, there is another 
under construction on the Lock C 
Poo! and a marina permit has been 
applied for on the Lock B Pool, The 
Corps which issues marina permits 
on the lakes says numerous inquiries 
have been received from potential 
marina owner/ operators on the other 
Tenn-Tom lakes 

The lack of privately owned or 
operated facilities on may stretchs of 
the waterway should spur private 
interests to develop campgrounds, 
gas outlets, grocery stores and bait 
shops. While the Corps builds and 
operates boat ramps and recreations 
areas, it leaves commercial activities 
to private enterprise 

Unlike the shipping transporta- 
tion which is supposed to start slowly 
and increase steadily through the 
years, recreation is booming now on 
the Tenn-Tom Waterway.

Pursuant to the provisions of Act 
No. 917, regular session legislature 
1969, the ordinance levies a priv- 
ilege, license or excise tax against 
persons, firms or corporations 
storing, using, otherwise consuming 
or engaged In the business of selling 
at retail tangible personal property

Section 1, There is hereby levied, 
in addition to all other taxes of every 
kind now imposed by law, and shall 
be collected as herein provided, a 
privilege or license tax against the 
person on account of the business 
activities and in the amount to be 
determined by the application of 
rates against gross sales, or gross 
receipts, as the case may be, as 
follows: 

(a) Upon every person, firm, 
or corporation, (including the State 
of Alabama, the University of 
Alabama, Auburn University and all 
other institutions of higher learning 
in the state, whether such institu- 
tions be denominational, state, 
county or municipal institutions, and 
any association or other agency or 
instrumentality of such institutions) 
engaged, or continuing within the 
city in business of selling at retail 
any tangible personal property what- 
soever, including merchandise and 
commodities of every kind and 
character, (not including, however, 
bonds or other evidences of debts or 
stocks, nor sale or sales of material 
and supplies to any person for use in 
fulfilling a contract for the painting, 
repair or reconditioning of vessels, 
barges, ships and other watercraft of 
over fifty tons burden), an amount 
equal to two percent (2%) of the 
gross proceeds of sales of the 
business except where a different 
amount is expressly provided herein. 
Provided, however, that any person 
engaging or continuing in business 
as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber 
Shall pay the tax required on the 
gross proceeds of retail sales of such 
business at the rates specified, when 
his books are kept so as to show 
separately the gross proceeds of 
sales of each business, and when his 
books are not so kept he shall pay the 
tax as retailer on the gross sales of 
the business 

(b) Upon every person, firm 
or corporation engaged, or con- 
tinuing within the City of Elba, in the 
business of conducting, or operating, 
places of amusement or entertain- 
ment, billiard and pool rooms, 
bowling alleys, amusement devices, 


musical devices, theaters, opera 
houses, moving picture shows, 
vaudevilles, amusement parks, 
athletic contests, including wrestling 
matches, prize fights, boxing and 
wrestling exhibitions, football and 
baseball games, (including athletic 
contests, conducted by or under the 
auspices of any educational institu- 
tion within the city, or any athletic 
association thereof, or other associa- 
tion whether such institution or 
association be a denominational, a 
state, or county, or a municipal 
institution or association or a state, 
county, or city school, or other 
institution, association or school), 
Skating rinks, race tracks, golf

(c) Upon every person, firm or 
corporation engaged or continuing 
within the city in the business of 
selling at retail machines used in 
mining, quarrying, compounding, 
processing and manufacturing of 
tangible personal property, an 
amount equal to one half of one 
percent (12%) of the gross proceeds 
of the sale of such. machines; 
provided, that the term ‘‘machines,’’ 
as herein used, shall include 
machinery which is used for mining, 
quarrying, compounding, processing 
or manufacturing tangible personal 
property, and the parts of such 
machines, attachments and 
replacements therefor, which are 
made or manufactured for use on or 
in the operation of such machines 
and which are necessary to the 
operation of such machines and 
customarily so used. 


(d) Upon every person, firm 
or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the city in the business of 
selling at retail any automotive 
vehicle or truck trailer, semi-trailer 
or house trailer, an amount equal to 
one half of one percent (2%) of the 
gross proceeds of sale of said 
automotive yehicle or truck trailer, 
semi-trailer or house trailer, pro- 
vided, however, where a_ person 
subject to the tax provided for in this 
subsection withdraws from his stock 
in trade any automotive vehicle or 
truck trailer, semi-trailer or house 
trailer for use by him or by his 
employee or agent in the operation of 
such business, there shall be paid, 
in lieu of the tax levied herein, a fee 
of $5.00 per unit per year or part 
thereof during which such auto- 
motive’ vehicle, truck trailer, semi- 
trailer or house trailer shall remain 
the property of such person, Each 
such year or part thereof shall begin 
with the day or anniversary date, as 
the case may be, of such withdrawal 
and shall run for the twelve succeed- 
ing months or part thereof during 
which such automotive vehicle, truck 
trailer, semi-trailer or house trailer 
shall remain the property of such 
person. 

Where any used automobile 
vehicle or truck trailer, semi-trailer 
or house trailer is taken in trade or in 
a series of trades, as a credit or part 
payment on the sale of a new or used 
vehicle, the tax levied herein shall be 
paid on the net difference, that is, 
the price of the new or used vehicle 
sold less the credit for the used 
vehicle taken in trade. 

(e) Upon every person, firm or 
corporation engaged or continuing 
within the city in the business of 
selling at retail any machine, 
machinery or equipment which is 
used in planting, cultivating and 
harvesting farm products, or used in 
connection with the production of 
agricultural produce or products, 
livestock or poultry on farms, and the 
parts of such machines, machinery 
or equipment, attachments and 
replacements therefor which are 
made or manufactured for use on or 
in the operation of such machine, 
machinery or equipment, and which 
are necessary to and customarily 
used in the operation of such 
machine, machinery or equipment, 
an amount equal to one half of one 
percent ('2%) of the gross proceeds 
of the sale thereof. Provided, 
however, the one half of one percent 
(2%) rate herein prescribed with 
respect to parts, attachments, and 
replacements shall not apply to any 
automotive vehicle or trailer 
designed primarily for public h.gh- 
way use, except farm trailers used 
primarily in the production and 
harvesting of agricultural 
commodities.

in a series of trades as a credit or 
part payment on a sale of a new or 
used machine, machinery, or equip- 
ment, the tax levied herein shall be 
paid on the net difference, that is, 
the price of the new or used 
machine, machinery, or equipment 
sold, less the credit for the used 
machine, machinery, or equipment 
taken in trade. 

An excise tax is hereby 
imposed on tangible personal 
property at one-half the rates 
specified in subsections (a), (b), (c), 
and (d) of this section on the storage, 
use or other consumption of such 
tangible personal property outside 
the corporate limits of the City of 
Elba, but within the police juris- 
diction. 

Section 5. The taxes levied by 
Section 4 of this ordinance shall be 
subject to all definitions, exceptions, 
exemptions, proceedings, require- 
ments, rules, regulations, pro- 
visions, discounts, penalties, fines, 
punishments and deductions that are 
applicable to the taxes levied by the 
State use tax statutes, except where 
inapplicable or where herein other- 
wise provided, including all pro- 
visions of the State use tax statutes 
for enforcement and collections of 
taxes. 

Section 6. This Ordinance Camu- 
lative to General License Code or 
Ordinance. This ordinance shall not 
be construed to repeal any of the 
provisions of the general license 
code or ordinance of the City of Elba, 
but shall be held to be cumulative, 
and the amounts of the taxes herein 
levied shall be in addition to the 
amounts of all other license taxes 
imposed by the City of Elba by its 
general license code or ordinance. 

Section 7, Severability. Each and 
every provision of this ordinance is 
hereby declared to be an _ inde- 
pendent provision and the holding of 
any provision hereof to be void and 
invalid for any reason shall not affect 
any other provision hereof, and it is 
hereby declared that the other 
provisions of this ordinance would 
have been enacted regardless of any 
provision which might have been 
held invalid. 

Section 8. The tax levied and 
assessed by this ordinance is levied 
and assessed in lieu of the tax levied 
by Ordinance No. 1976-1, adopted 12 
April 1976. Said Ordinance No 
1976-1 is hereby rescinded and 
repealed as of the effective date of 
this ordinance. 

Section 9, Effective Date. This 
ordinance shall become effective on 
the first day of January, 1981, and 
the first payment of taxes hereunder 
shall be due and payable on the 
twentieth day of February, 1981.
